The report, by researchers 
Kevin Taft and David J 
pegs EPCOR’s value as high as 
$5.4 billion — a4 Staggering 
mcrease over the paltry $1.3 bil 
lion estimated by RBC-Dominion 
Securities just a year ago 

“If EPCOR had been sold last 
year for $1.3 billion, it would have 
been a tragedy for this city,” said 
Taft, who also co-authored the 
Parkland Institute’s report 
Aftershock: The Open and Shut 
Case Against Privatizi ng EPCOR 
last summer, 

The report details the impact 
that uncertainty in the electrical 
industry has on EPCOR: a govern- 
ment-imposed cap on electricity 
prices could drive the utility’s 
value down to a range of $2.1-$2.8 
billion, but the report expresses 
confidence that the provincial goy- 
ernment will head off such a disas- 
ter. 

“The government of Alberta 
cannot prolong an unattractive sit- 
uation for investors in electricity, 
or the viability of the entire elec- 
trical system of Alberta will be 
threatened,” the report says.

Arts groups that choose to keep 
funding for their regular seasons 
could, technically, form a separate 
company and apply for funds to 
run their own festivals. 

“That's something that will 
probably happen,” says David 
Cheoros, who chairs the Alberta 
Arts Festival Association and is 
director of the Fringe Festival 

“So it begs the question: why 
bother doing this at all?” 

The change, according to the 
AFA, is designed to make more of 
the foundation’s $16.1 million 
available to emerging arts groups 
and to spread out the grants to 
more remote rural areas. 

The rationale that some groups 
in some cities will drop out of 
some funding categories implies 
that more money will be available 
to other groups in other cities. But 
Cheoros thinks the scheme will 
backfire. , 

“The idea is that groups in 
places like Grande Prairie or Fort 
McMurray will be able to do more, 
but there is no evidence to suggest 
that eliminating existing organiza- 
tions from accessing funds will 
improve distribution, especially in 
those smaller centres where you 
have the same few people doing 
all the work —it’s largely amateur 
groups who are being forced 
through these hoops,” said 
Cheoros. 

Ironically, funding that allows a 
company like Fringe Theatre 
Adventures to produce plays and 
present them at schdols across the 
province is at risk under the new 
funding formula. 

Cheoros said the province's 40 
AFA-funded festivals have two 
options: they can be lumped into 
the new Community Access pro- 
gram, which provides no fees for 
international performers and no 
support for marketing, or they can 
enter a new category for festivals 
that offers a flat percentage of all

W orry to call you so early, 
Gita I just wanted to let 
you know I’m finally going 
mushroom picking today. I 
should be back by seven.” 

“Who are you going with?” 

“This guy named Frank,” I 
replied. 

“Last name?” 

“Dunno.” 

“Where are you going?” 

“About 60 kilometres east of 
town.” 

“Can you be more specific?” 
asked Judi. 

“No, he just said east of town. 
Listen, I’m sure I'll be fine, I just 
didn’t want to go traipsing into 
the woods without letting some- 
one know what I’m doing.” 

“Okay, Sarah. Make sure to call 
when you're safe at home,” 
replied Judi. 

I did. 

I'd hooked up with Frank to 
learn about picking mushrooms. 
He needed wheels, which I had, 
and I needed the instruction of 
an experienced picker, which he 
was. 

Every fall, thousands of wild 
pine mushrooms are exported to 
Japan. Canadian buyers will pay 
anywhere from $5 to $300 per 
pound and in Terrace, B.C., 
mushroom picking is serious 
‘business. 

I heard a lot of big talking prior 
to trying my hand at foraging; 
“one year I got three hundred 
bucks a pound!” said one mush- 
room-picking friend. “I bet I 
made fifteen grand!” Some pick- 
ers have made $20,000 in one 
season; however, others come 
away in debt and frustrated. 

The unregulated nature of 
picking draws a variety of peo- 
ple. From people on EI padding 
their benefits to off-season tree 
planters, to serious pickers fol-

The kitchen also seemed to have eon 
speed issues the night we visited, which I'm 
more than willing to put down to not being 
used to such a large capacity: the room filled 
up right quick and stayed full the whole time 
we were there about eightish on a Saturday 
night. j 

Given Fiore’s role as a major provider of 
comfort food for the Scooby folk, we’decide 
not to stray very far from the restaurant’s Spe- 
cialties. We start off with the Calamari Alla 
Romana (breaded fried squid ringlets) and the 
Lumache Al Cognac (Indonesian snails in a 
garlic, butter and cognac sauce), followed by 
Vitello Dijone (veal sautéed in al Dijon mus- 
tard/wine demi-glaze) for Ray and the Risotto 
a la Cacciatore (short-grain rice with chicken, 
mushrooms, green peppers and tomato 
sauce). 

To wash it down we order a “dry” Merlot 
red house wine, which turns out to be ser- 
viceable, if on the thin side (wonder if that’s 
what they meant by dry). Ray says it serves us 
right for being cheap and not ordering a bottle 
of good stuff. h 

The appetizers come to the table quickly — 
we'd wait for the entrées — and were more 
than delightful. The snails were perfectly ten-

we lapped up with the fresh crusty little round 
buns that kept on coming to the table, Not 
only was the calamari a super-treat, the spicy 
thick tomato dipping sauce was a culinary 
delight by itself and was also lapped up with 
yet more bread. 

The entrées (when they did materialize) 
were also as good as we've ever had — the 
veal was especially tasty and came sided with 
good healthy chunks of veggies. 

The only surprise was the risotto, which 
was ,served stew-style (sauce and whole 
chicken breasts laddled over a mound of rice) 
rather than having all the ingredients being 
slow cooked together, as you would expect 
with a risotto. 

After I got over my initial surprise, nave to 
say I didn’t mind the dish af all, a very fresh 
turn on a familiar concept, but I’d still have 
much rather had a traditional risotto (which I 
do recognize is a bitch to prepare and serve in 
a restaurant environment — it goes sticky 
super-fast). 

A small complaint really.
